Commandment. I confeſs, indeed, the inward is 
the chief: But perfect Worſhip is made up of the 
inward and out ward united together; juſt as the 
Man is one, conſiſting of Body and Soul. 

Your Lordſhip goes on to ſet down under this 
Head the corrupt way of Worſhip among the Papiſts, 
I believe. I heartily pity their Corruptions, — be- 
ſeech God, that by his Grace, they be timely brought 

to a due Sight of their groſs and ſcandalous Errors in 
this Particular; reform their Miſſal, and worſhip 
him (as holy Men in our Church may do) in Spirit and 
in Truth.

where it is, is the very beſt Diſpoſition to- 
wards the keeping God's Commandments: The Cauſe 
thus qualified, will produce this fett.

And I would ſay, without Offence, that in ſuch 
Inſtances as the Love of God, Prayer, Fc. our Zeal 
(its Object being fo good) is certainly to be encou- 
raged: Men (your Lordſhip is ſenſible) are apt to be 
very dull and heavy in thefe Matters, and ſeldom 
need the Bridle, but the Spur. It is our Duty then, 
rather to adminiſter Incentives to kindle, blow, and 
keep up Men's holy Love and Devotion, than to 
bring Water to quench them. It is alſo, I conceive, 
our Duty and Prudence on nice and weighty Sub- 
jects, ever to ſtate the Matter carefully and plainly 
25 we can, ſo as to give no Offence to the weak, or 
the ill- willing Reader; and fo to cenſure Extremes, as 
to give Men no juſt reaſon to ſuſpect, that we hardly 
allow of thoſe Duties themſelves, which we pretend to 
vindicate with ſo much warmrh, - .

Again, your Lordſhip ſends us to the New Tefta- 
ment.

Witneſs the old Engliſh Trantlation, in which 
St. Paul is called the Knave (3. e. Servant) of Jeſus 
Chriſt. And is every thing ſo eaſy to be underſtood, 
which a to be plain Engliſb there?

believe, a Foot of Land in it; rival'd no Civil Pow- 
ers, had no Riches, no Honours, no Places to be- 
tow; nor was it in his Power (in the Figure he choſe 
o make) to impriſon or baniſh, and what he had not 
theſe kinds, he could not give. Nothing of this 
Nature would have ſuited his then Buſineſs and De- 
fign, which was to plant his Religion in the World, 
atter an heavenly and miraculous way. "30 
Ihe endeavouring to do this, muſt naturally be at- 
tended with many Inconveniences, at firſt. All Men 
(Jews and Gentiles) would ſoon be jealous of a new 
way, contrary to the Religion they had taken in from 
their Youth, and the loErutions of their Fathers; 
the Doctrine of the Croſs was attended with diffi» 
culty and diſhanour, and worldly Intereſts (Acts xix. 
28424.) [the Diana] would ſtrike powerfully in on the 
Side ot corrupt Nature and a vitious Education; and 
this muſt hoods bring great Troubles both upon Chrift 
and his Apoſtles. And it would require ſome conſi- 
derable Time, Patience, Examination and Experi- 
ence, to diſcover the true Character of theſe new 
Premiers to a heavenly Religion, and the true and 
genuine tendency of the DoSrine they taught. It 
was therefore fit that theſe ſhould be again and again 
put into the Fire, and that the often repeated Expe- 
riment ſhould ftind upon Record for the Inſtruction 
of after Ages. The thing was done, as we know; 
and hen the Men were experienc'd to be plain, un- 
deſigning Men, wiſe, humble, harmleſs, unblameable, 
beneficent and uſeful in their Lives; when. inimita- 
| bly patient and couragious, meek and charitable, full 
of DivineFaich, Comfort and Hope (and altogether 
unlike ordinary Malefactors) in their Deaths : And 
laſtly, when thg Religion they taught did (by its own 
Nature, and the powerful Aſſiſtance that accompanied 
it) inſpire the aforeſaid heavenly Qualifications into 

theſe Apoſtles, and the firſt Preachers and Diſciples

diſcern'd to be the Perfection of all Religions; and

this be the Caſe (that I may mention this here by the- 
by) if the inviſible Members of Chriſt's Body only be 
your Church, why this ado about negative Diſcou- 
ragements ? How can inviſible Members be prejudi- 
ced by ſuch? And who can tell that any ſuch Mem- 

ber has been ever excluded? 22 1 
3. And now for this Text, Joh. iv. 24. Beſides 
what has already been ſaid about it, it is worth our 
Notice, that the Woman of Samaria whom our Sa- 
viour here is diſcourſing with, was talking of Wor- 
„whether to be made on Mount Gerizim, or only 
at the Temple of Jeruſalem V. 20. It was therefore 
W orſhip,inthe moſt known and uſual acceptation of the 
Word; a Worſhip to be confined: to a certain Place; 
outward publick Worſhip, therefore. Now our Sa- 
viour's Deſign being not to confine any longer the 
e Worſhip of God in publick to the Temple at 
Jeruſalem, (which with the Places thereabauts was 
alſo ſoon to be laid deſolate) but to take all Nations 
into his Church, tells the Woman, that they might 
not long worſhip God there, nor more acceptably 
there than in any other place: And becauſe the Sa- 
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maritans © 
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maritans had miſtook alſo in the true Object of Wor- 
ſhip, and (even, conſequently) in the manner of it, 
— humane Nature is too apt to reſt in outward Per- 
formances; he farther acquaints her with the Nature 
of God, and inſtructs her to worſhip him in a man- 
ner as ſuitable as might be to ſo ſublime a Nature, 
Job. iv. 23, 25. as in the Words before. But there 
appears no Deſign at all in theſe Words to the diſad- 
vantage of outward Worſhip, which (in due Time, 
Place and Circumſtances) remains a Duty to be paid 
to the Worlds end, as it had been from the beginning; 
we are only in this Place inſtructed to furniſ our 
ſelves with juſt Notions of the true Religion, Acts xxiv. 
if. Mat. xv. .) to inſpirit our Worſhip with Since- 
rity; and be, when we worſhip in the ſight of God, 
the devout and heavenly minded Perſons we ap 
outwardly to be. It will nbt be denied me, I dare 
fay, (Luke xxii. 41. Acts xxi. 5.) that both Chrift and 
St. Paul worſhipped God aright, when 24 devoutly 
kneeled before him; and that this Apoſtle did no 
way vitiate the great and ſpiritual Duty of Worſhip, 
1 Tim. ii. 8. when he commanded to“ Lift up holy 
« hands in the diſcharge of it. 

I crave leave to add, that bodily Worſbip [kneeling, 
Sc.] is due to the Lord the Maker, and to Chriſt the 
Redeemer of the Body, (as well as Soul;) it is alſo (when 
duly circumſtanced) a conſtant effect of a Mind rightly

However, it will not be denied, (Rom. x. 9, 10.) ＋ 
that the outward Profeſſion (in due Circumſtances) 
is of the Eſſence of Faith, and required by God; 
that on this Account the holy Martyrs laid down 
their Lives; and they of old were condemned as 
Hereticks, who aſſerted that it was lawſul to deny 
the Faith in Times of Perſecution.

And fo this Account of Faith will rake in (as we 
commonly expreſs it) all the Means of Grace, which 
are eminently intruſted with the. ſpiritual Stewards 
of Chriſt's Houſhold. And in the Church and King- 
dom of England, great and happy Proviſion is unde- 
niably made, that no Man ſhould want the neceſſary 
| Means of Faith. Our Inftruftion of the Youth and 
Ignorant in the Church-Catechiſm, our Creeds, our 
wiſe and orthodox Liturgy, our Bibles open, the 

lad Tidings of Salvation [the Goſpel] -continually 
— in our Ears, and heavenly Truth (as a bright 
and ſhining Lamp) held forth weekly in our Churches, 
are all a Demonſtration of this: And Time has been 
when you your ſelf was of this Opinion 4. 

_ Theſe are bleſſed Opportunities, and there are and 
have been thouſands and ten thouſands put into the

If Chris Laws will 
execute themſelves in this World, and if Men will 
be good, they may; but if not, down they fall, with- 
out Help, into the Pit of Deſtruction ; becauſe you 
ſeem to have taken away all ſuch Helps and Means 
out of the Hands of our Rulers (both in Church 
and State) as might hinder or reduce them. W here- 
as it is certain, that Hypocriſy is altogether unavoid- 
able, (even in your Way,) and not chargeable upon 
the Rulers of Gbriff's Kingdom in ours; and yet, on 
the contrary, they are accountable for all the Pro- 
faneneſs which it is in their Power to reſtrain.

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Rem. And do they not, ſometimes? Is it- not true 
that I have a Right to my own things, and the In- 
vader none; and yet may I not defend my ſelf by Law 
againſt the Invader of my Rights, or (in caſe of Vi- 
olence, Robbery, Houſe-breaking) repel Force by 
Force, or countermine Cunning by Art? Truth in- 
deed, as to the being of it, does not ſtand in necd of 
temporal Methods to ſupport it. Falſhood relies on 
temporal Supports, only on ſuch ; but Truth has di- 
vine' Means (the Spirit of God, miraculous Helps, 
heavenly Promiſes) to aſſiſt it. But Miracles being 
withdrawn, (we ſee em not now) that Truth may 
be advantagiouſly repreſented, more eaſily and gene-

The Church, as ſuch, 
is naked and defenceleſs; and can it be her Folly, her

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where ſhe has leave, where ſhe is taught, where the 


has reaſon to expect it? | 
The Right the Church has to the Favour of Chri- 
ſtian Princes, will yet farther appear, if we conſider 


theſe-two things. 


1. That God was pleaſed to endue the Apoſtles 
and their Succeſſors (in ſome leſſer Degree) with a 
miraculous Power ſome way anſwerable to this, till 
Kings became Nurſing Fathers to the Church.

2. The Church repaies the State with Advantage, 
2] her Prayers, Doctrine, Miniſtry, Diſcipline and 

xample ; whereby the ſeveral Orders and Degrees 
of Men become Chriſtians, wiſely educated, are to- 
lerably kept within the Bounds of their reſpective Du- 
ties. If then (the Queſtion is St. Paul's 1 Cor. 
ix. 11% we have ſown unto you ſpiritual Things, is it 
@ great thing if we reap your worldly things? As 
if he had ſaid, No; it is no great thing, the State is 
the Gainer by it; the Church's Seeding is more to be 
valued than the Harxeſt of the State. Hence, Eſtates 
laid at the Apoſtles Feet, and Converts ready to do any 
thing to ſerve them. And ſurely, if a Man conſi- 
der'd as a natural Man and a Member of the State 
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be valuable, he becomes much more valuable by his 
being Member of the Church too; and if you part 
em, the Church-man is as much more honourable than 
the Man of the State, as the Soul. is than the Body, 
the Chriſtian than the Man. God appointed civil | 
Government for the ſake of Juſtice and Religion; and \ 
the Welfare of Religion ſhould be the chief Deſign 
of every Community. | 
Thea Emperor Zeno owns the right Faith to be \ 
the inexpugnable Defence of his Empire, and even the 
Idolatrous Joaſh (when he had loſt Eliſba] could not 
but confeſs, -2 Kings xiii.
